The agreement on a plan of pro­ 
cedure by the silver and anti-silver 
factions insures an early settlement 
of the question so far as this con ­ 
gress can settle it. 


The repeal 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Wilson, 
of West Virginia, 
repre­ 
senting the administration faction 
of monometallists, provides that so 
much of the act approved July 14, 
1890, as directs the secretary of the 
treasury to purchase from time to 
time silver bullion to the aggregate 
amount 
4,500,000 
ounces, 
or as 
much thereof as may be offered in 
each month, at the market price 
thereof, not exceeding $1 for 371J:; 
grains of pure silver, and to issue in 
payment for such purchase treasury 
notes of the United States, be, and 
the same is hereby repealed. 
But 


this repeal shall not impair nor in 
any manner affect the legal tender 
quality of the standard silver dol­ 
lars heretofore coined; and the faith 
and credit of the United States are 
hereby pledged 
to 
maintain 
the 
parity of the gold and silver coin of 
the United States, 
at the present 
legal ratio, or such other ratio as 
m ay be established by law. 
Following the introduction of the 
repeal bill, Bland, representing the 
bimetallists, presented the follow­ 
ing order of business, which had 
been agreed upon by the leaders of 
the opposing forces: 
It is ordered by the house that 
house bill No. i shall be taken up 
for immediate consideration, 
and 
considered for fourteen days. 
Dur­ 
ing such consideration night ses­ 
sions may be held, for debate only, 
at the request of either side. 
The 
daily 
sessions to commence at 11 
a. m. and continue until 5 p. m. 
Eleven days of the debate on the 
bill to be given to general debate 
under the rules of the last house 
regulating general debate, the time 
to be equally divided between the 
two sides, as the speaker may di­ 
rect. 
T he last three days of debate 
may be devoted to the considera­ 
tion of the bill and the amendments 
as herein provided under the usual 
five-minutes rule of the house, as in 
committee 
of 
the 
whole 
house. 
General leave to print is hereby 
granted. 
“ The vote shall be taken, first, on 
an amendment 
providing for the 
coinage of silver at the present ra­ 
tio. 
If that fails, then a separate 
vote'to be had on a similar amend­ 
ment proposing a ratio of 17 to i; 
if that fails, one proposing a ratio 
of 18 to i; if that fails, one propos­ 
ing a ratio of 19 to i, if that fails, 
one proposing a ratio of 20 to i. 
If the 
above amendments fail it 
shall be in order to offer an amend­ 
ment reviving the act of February 
28, 
1878, 
restoring the standard 
silver dollar, commonly known as 
the Bland-Allison act. 
T he vote 
then to be taken on the engross­ 
ment and third reading of the bill, 
as amended, or on the bill itself, if 
all amendments 
shall 
have

sage of the bill, without other in­ 
tervening motion.”

thieves, who w’ere always “ grafting." 
T h e 
city 
had 
the 
reputation 
among 
transient thieves all 
over 
Missouri and adjoining states as a 
safe town in which to 
work; and 
transient thieves did a great many 
jobs and 
carried 
the 
plunder to 
Kansas City 
and 
St. 
Louis and 
“ fenced" it. 
With 
the 
co-operation 
of 
our 
county officers and police depart­ 
ments of other cities and towns I 
am pleased to say that w^e have suc­ 
ceeded in capturing a great many 
professional thieves; 
and 
on ac- 
cout of the proficiency of our force, 
a great many others have left the 
city. 
It is not severe J3unishment that 
prevents crime; it is the certainty 
of being caught and punished that 
prevents 
men 
from 
committing 
crime. 
T he head of a police department, 
in order to keep up with the proces­ 
sion, 
must inform himself 
just as 
the 
lawyers 
and doctors do 
by 
reading their monthly journals and 
papers; and in order to have a pro­ 
ficient police force the officers must 
receive their instructions from the 
head of the department. 
The student in “ copology" has a 
great many things to learn and un­ 
less he gives his whole time and at­ 
tention to police business he will not 
make a proficient officer. 
Several members

have criticised some of our methods 
to 
prevent crime and protect 
the 
citizens by arresting “ bums." 
We have not arrested any tramps. 
The men who were arrested were

THE 
CURRENCY 
PRIMER. 


HY O. A. CRANDALL. 


Part F irs t—O f Money. 
What is money? 


M oney is a thing that is made by 
law a legal tender for the payment 
of debts, 
and which passes from 
hand 
to 
hand 
in 
exchange 
for 
commodities. 


O f what material can money be 
made? 
T he government issuing it may 
choose the substance from which it 
is 
made. 
Paper, 
leather, 
bark, 
shells, bone, terra cotta, mica, lead, 
iron, copper, silver, gold, wampum, 
coon skins, tobacco and other articles 
too numerous to mention have at 
different 
periods 
been 
used 
as 
money. 
H ow did money originate? 
In the beginning one commodity 
was exchanged for another, but as 
society formed, 
and 
governments 
were established, it was found nec­ 
essary to have some one thing that 
would be accepted by all persons to 
be used as a medium of exchange; 
for in many cases it was found very 
difficult to exchange commodities. 
If 
a 
man 
wanted 
to 
buy oxen 
when he had nothing to exchange 
for them but sheep, and the owner 
of the oxen did not want sheep, 
but wanted merchandise, 
and the 
merchant 
did not want sheep or 
oxen, 
but wanted horses, the ex­ 
change could not be made; so to 
enable the citizens 
to make 
ex­ 
changes the government stamped a 
piece of paper, leather, 
bark 
or 
other substance and fixed the value 
at an ox, a sheep, or some other 
property 
of 
which 
every person 
knew the relative value, and paid it 
out as money. 
T he government being in need of 
iron, paid it to the ironmonger, the 
ironmonger paid it to the shepherd 
for sheep, which enabled the shep­ 
herd to buy oxen from the stock­ 
man, and the stockman to buy mer­ 
chandise from the merchant, and 
the merchant to buy horses from 
the horseman; and as all citizens 
owe taxes to the government, the 
horseman 
paid 
his taxes, 
which 
completed 
the 
circuit. 
This was 
the 
primitive 
introduction 
and 
operation of money. 
Thus 
we see 
how a substance having no intrinsic 
value, but bearing the 
government 
stamp, paid for the most valuable 
property, passed from hand to hand 
and was finally redeemed by the 
government without any loss or in- 
convience to the citizens. 
Did all governments use the same 
substance for money? 
No. 
T he first lawful money men­ 
tioned in history is the iron money 
issued by Sparta during the reign of 
Lycurgus about the year 770 B. C. 
About 
a 
century 
later 
gold 
was first coined in Lydia. 
During 
the fourth century B. C. 
the coin­ 
age of gold and silver commenced 
in 
Greece. 
In 
550 B. C. Rome, 
under 
Servius 
Tullius 
made 
the 
pound 
weight of 
copper, current 
money, and from the fact that these 
coins 
bore 
the 
images of 
cattle 
(Pecus) they were called pecania. 
It was not until 281 B. C. that the 
Romans issued silver coin; and gold 
coin about a century later. In A. D. 
214 the Emperor Ceracalla issued 
lead coin as money. The Carthageni- 
ans issued money made of leather. 
Both gold ana silver were abundant 
in Carthage after the 
conquest 
of 
Spain, but they were always treated 
as 
commodities 
and not coined. 
The Jews first coined silver in 144, 
B. 
C. 
Prior to that time 
it 
was 
used as a medium of exchange by 
common consent, but weighed out 
like other similar commodities. 
It 
is known that silk cloth constituted 
the money of China long before the 
Christian 
era. 
In 
the South Sea 
Island shells (Cypraea Moneta) was 
lawful money. 
In Great Britian at 
the time of the invasion by Ceasar 
tin, iron and brass coins were used 
for money. 
In the thirteenth cen­ 
tury 
Marco 
Polo 
in 
his 
travels 
through Asia found the money then 
in use in Cathay to be made of the 
inner bark of the mulberry tree, cut 
in round pieces and stamped with 
the 
mark of the 
sovereign. 
The 
penalty of death was inflicted upon 
any one who counterfieted, or re­ 
fused to take this money in any part 
of the empire. 
Was it because iron, lead, paper, 
leather, bark 
and the other sub­ 
stances mentioned possessed great 
intrinsic value that they were used 
as money? 
No. 
It is not supposed that the 
articles from which ancient money 
was made were of any higher rela­ 
tive value than they are now. 
f 
Then how was a piece of iron, 
copper or bark made of equal value 
as an ox, or a sheep? 
Y ou 
do 
not 
understand. 
The 
money was only the fiat of the g o v ­ 
ernment that issued it, or nearly so, 
and was not intended to possess any 
intrinsic 
value. 
The 
government 
issued the coin, and agreed to re­ 
ceive it for taxes, in lieu of the ox 
or the sheep whose image it bore. 
Until money 
was 
invented taxes 
were paid in commodities, in a sim- 
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ilar 
manner as to the collection of 
tithes by the Jews. 
Would 
people 
receive 
money 
having no intrinsic value in pay­ 
ment of debts? 


\ es. 
W henever the government 
fixes a nominal value upon a certain 
thing and declares it shall be a legal 
tender in payment of debts, 
the 
creditor is compelled to accept it in 
payment of the debt, to the amount 
of the nominal value of the thing 
tendered. 
Suppose the debt was created for 
a horse or other valuable property, 
is it not unjust to compel the credit 
or to accept something of no value 
in satisfaction of the debt? 
It is no hardship on the creditor, 
for the same money paid to him 
will pay his debts, 
buy 
another 
horse, or pay his taxes, or may be 
exchanged for any other commodity 
that adds to his wealth. 
Then money does not constitute 
wealth? 
Money, as such, 
is not property. 
It only becomes property when di­ 
vested of the fiat of the government, 
and its value is then limited to the 
commercial value of the commodity 
from which it is made. 
Are there not great fluctuations in 
the exchanging power of money hav­ 
ing no intrinsic value? 
Money having no intrinsic value, 
but 
based upon the credit of the 
government is as stable as the gov­ 
ernment itself, and so long as 
the 
government stands it will pass cur­ 
rent everywhere within its jurisdic­ 
tion; while money having an intrins­ 
ic value will fluctuate in the same 
proportion as the rise and fall of 
the commodity from which it 
is 
made, when traded in as an article 
of commerce; unless the nominal 
value 
is sustained by 
the govern­ 
ment. 
Would money issued on the cred­ 
it of the government pass current 
in other countries than that which 
issued it? 
That 
would 
depend 
upon 
the 
strength of the government issuing 
it. 
The laws of a government have 
no extra-territorial jurisdiction and 
no 
person 
living 
under 
another 
government could be compelled to 
take it, any more than they can now 
be compelled to receive in payment 
of debts the present gold coin. 
Gold and silver coin do not pass 
current as money, except between 
the citizens of the nation issuing it. 
Whenever gold or silver coin is ex­ 
ported it goes by weight just the 
samejas bullion and is taken at the 
value 
fixed 
by 
the 
government 
receiving 
it 
and 
not 
at 
the 
value it may have in the country 
which exported it. 
Paying and re­ 
ceiving gold coin by weight is large­ 
ly practiced in Europe. 
G o ld coin 
sent by the Bank of England to the 
Bank of Scotland is always careful­ 
ly weighed and packed so as to pre­ 
vent abrasion. 
In many instances 
the packages are returned without 
having 
been 
opened,— when 
the 
coin 
is 
unpacked 
and 
weighed 
again,— and strange as it may ap­ 
pear, 
there is 
always 
a 
loss in 
weight, 
which is 
charged to the 
Scotch bank. 
What causes the loss 
is not known, but it is supposed to 
be the action of the atmosphere. 
Money based upon the credit of 
a strong government like that of the 
United States would pass current in 
any 
country 
that 
purchased the 
products 
ot 
that country, 
for it 
would all be returned in time, in 
exchange for exports. 
Were the people of the nations 
that issued fiat money prosperous 
and contented? 
Yes, as 
much 
so 
as under the 
reign of 
gold and silver money. 
For 
example: 
The 
Jews 
never 
coined any money until 
144 B. C. 
Prior to that date business had al­ 
ways been done by the exchange of 
commodities. , Taxes were paid in 
products, and 
King Solomon paid 
Hiram, king of Tyre, for material 
used in building the temple 
“ 20,- 
000 
measures 
of 
wheat, 
20,000 
measures of barley, 20,000 baths of 
wine and 20,000 baths of oil” per 
annum, and the tithes received for 
taxes 
were 
paid to the laborers. 
Sparta, under the laws given to her 
by Lycurcus, which made money 
of iron, prospered beyond all other 
European cities, and for five hun­ 
dred years was the chief 
city of 
Greece, and only lost its prestige 
on the introduction of 
gold anti 
silver money. 
Rome prospered for 
three hundred years, 
and 
became 
the most powerful republic in the 
world, under 
the sway of 
bronze 
money, having little or no value. 
Carthage became the leading com ­ 
mercial 
city of 
the 
world and a 
rival of Rome while she used leather 
money. 
Our ancestors, the Britons, 
seem to have been a happy and 
contented people with only tin, iron 
and brass coin for money, and the 
old-time Kentuckian was undoubt­ 
edly as happy when he could trade 
a coonskin for a pound of powder 
as his descendants are now in their 
scramble for gold and silver coin.
